Fulton, US Patent no. 4,728,103 issued March 1, 1988 discloses a leg exercising 
device having a foot portion, straps from the foot portion extending around the foot, and 
elastic straps connected to the foot portion, the straps having handles at the end 
thereof. 

Chism, US Patent no. 5,582,579 issued December 10, 1996 discloses a leg 
exercising device that includes a boot for retaining the foot of a patient and straps 
extending from the boot to a handle such that the patient can use his hands to apply 
force to his foot. 
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Cowans, US Patent no. 6.206.807 B1 issued March 27. 2001 discloses an ankle 
exercising device that includes a foot retaining portion with a hook near the toe thereof 
and an elongate handle connected to the hook at the toe. 

Emiaw. US Patent no. 6,368.258 B1 issued April 9. 2002 discloses a device for 
exercising a patient's leg including a foot holding portion and a plurality of straps 
grasped by the hands of the patient. 

Nordt, III, US Patent no. 6,602,216 B1 issued August 5, 2003 discloses a plantar 
fascia exercising device consisting of a foot retaining element in which the toes of the 
patient are forced upward to extend the plantar fascia. 

Mikell, US Patent no. 2,467,943 issued June 19, 1946 discloses an exercising 
device including a foot rest comprised of a pair of bars and connected to opposite sides 
of the foot rest are extension strings with a strap joining the far ends of the extension 
strings. 

Gaylord, US Patent no. 6,379,321 82 issued April 30, 2002 discloses a plantar 
fascia support apparatus consisting of a plurality of straps for wrapping around the foot 
and ankle. 

Leseberg, US Patent no. 4,251.070 issued February 17, 1981 discloses a 
exercise device including a retainer for retaining a foot of a patient and straps 
connected to the retainer with handles at the opposite ends of the straps. 

Strassburg, US Patent no. 5,399,155 issued March 21, 1995 discloses an ankle 
plantar flexion prevention device that includes a sock for fitting over a patients foot and 
extending upward along the patient's leg to the calf and a strap connecting the upper 
end of the sock that fits around the calf to the toe of the sock. 
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Surbaugh, US Patent no. 324,498 issued August 18, 1885 discloses a plurality of 
straps used to exercise a patient's leg. 

Powell, US Patent no. 5,887.591 issued March 30, 1999 discloses a rigid plate 
configured to retain a patient's foot and the back of a patient's calf for retaining the 
patient's foot in the desired configuration. 

Bergmann, US Patent 5,776,090 issued July 7, 1998 discloses a hook-shaped 
member for fitting across the front of a patient's shin and along the upper portion of a 
patient's foot with a plurality of straps to retain the foot and shin against the device. 

Dyer, US Patent no. 6,1 10,078 issued August 29, 2000 disclosed a spring loaded 
device for exercising the foot of a patient. 

Reed, US Patent no. 6,210,348 B1 issued April 3, 2001 discloses a power 
operated leg and back exercise device. 

Pridgen, US Patent no. 3,834,694 issued September 10, 1974 discloses a cable 
assembly connected to the head portion of a bed upon which a patient rests for 
exercising the patient's legs. 

Frappier, US Patent 5,167,601 issued December 1, 1992 discloses the use of 
straps that connect around a patient's thighs and calves for exercising a patient's legs.
